The Command of the Army 
_ was given to the Duke of Lor- 
rain; tor beſides the confi- 
dence which the Emperor put 
1a him, he ſhould by this 
means take away all. cauſes 
of jeaioutic from ſeveral others, 
who would not have been con- 
tented , .had they been-oblig*d © 
to obey any one but the Em- 
perors Brother-in-Law. In the 
mean while the Duke of Lor- 
rain, who was lick during the 
whole Winter , and {carce yet 
fully recovered ; could: not 
come. ſo ſoon- to the. Army, 
and indeed made it a month 
betore his arrival, which oc- 
calion'd much imuſcluct :. Far 
whuillt 
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whilſt = was recovering from 
his {icknels, the Batla of News 
hanfel had time to fortify the 
place, and to'prepare him{eclt 
tor defence. 

The Governor of "IP vho 
likewiſe might fear the Em- 
perors Arms, took care where: 
inſoever he was concerned, 
and agreed wich the Baſſa of 
Newhanſ! to: ſen! him aſh- 
ſtance, it he ſhould be the firſt 
{et upon, as allo to. receive 
the fame from him, if Gran 
chanced to be firſt attackt by 
the Chriſl:1ns. 

Things being in this poſture; 
when the Puke of Lorrain 
came to the Army, and made 
the review of it in the pre- 
fence of the Emperor , Duke. 
of RVs. and ſeveral other

In the mean time to latishe 
the agreement made bet wixt 
'EN, as atore mention'd, he 
{ent out about 2000 men of 
11s Garriſon , with orders to 
center Gray, Put as ſoon as 
ever he that Commanded the 
detacheinint of the Duke of 
Lorrain knew thev were cn- 
tered, he turn'd jhort off to 
Newhaufel, whiclt he inveſted.

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The Duke of Lorrain, ra- 
viſht at the news of the Gar- 
riſon of NewhauſePs being thus 
weak'ned , hait®ned to the 
Town , and having fixt his 
Quarters, ſent a ſummons to 
the Governour to this effect, 
That he wordred as his ob/tinacy 
in defending ſuch a place which 
had not half mem enough. to keep 
t; and thereupon adviſed him 
to come to 4 ſpeceiy agreement , 
otherwiſe he would deal with him, 
as thoſe deſerve, who = 7- 
ciouſly ſtand pon 4 fruitleſs a: 
fence. 'The Batſa of bas. 
fe! made anſwer to the Duke 
of Lorr:1n*, meſſenger, That 
he wonired what ſhould hinder 
him rom »:: tine him to death 
&t, that 21116 bAZ , that he ([houla 
therefore Tpecdily rcturn aud; tel 
his Gener.il , hc 013 ſhew him 
12. 
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in a few days to whom the Grand 
Signor Entruſted his places. In 
eFec&t, he on that day made a 
ſally our on our Guards, who 
gave place to the firit impe- 
tuolity of the Turks: Which 
gave an allarum to the whole 
Camp, and cauſed the cavalry 
to mount on Horſe-back, who 
beat back the Inhdels. Yet 
did they carry away a great 
number of Priſoners, whole 
heads they cauſed to be im- 
mediately cut oi. 

And to attright us the more, 
planted -: them along the 
walls of the Town, which 
was an objcct of great grief to 
icveral, who continually be- 
held the loſs thev had ſuffered, 
of their brother, friend, or near 
kinſman. This happy ſucceſs 
encouraged atreſh the Tarks

morning, in which having 
likewiſe taken ſome Priſoners, 
they uſed *em atter the ſame

This did not ſo damp the 
Courage of the Chriſtians as to | 
hinder *em trom making uſe 
of it as a motive to revenge , 
and of more care for the future, 
Qur batteries then were raiſed 
11 a ſhort time, the trench 
opened , and there was never 
more hopes of a happier ſuc-. 
ceſs, when there aroſe a re- 
port thro !ghout the whole 
_ Camp, That the Duke of Lor- 
74;y openly complained, that 
Prince H:rman of Biden, Pre- 
{dent of the Council of War, 
which was at /V/7ezaz with the 
Emveror, kindered neceilaries 
being {ent him tor the ſiege, 
| hoping 
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hoping thereby to make him 
loſe his reputation, and ren- 
der himſelt more conſiderable. 
In fine, theſe reports were ſo. 
common in the Army, that 
coming to the Ears of Prince 
Lewis of Baden Herman's 
Nephew , he had ſome words 
about it with the Duke of 


 Lorrain, And indeed "twas 


well known of a long time, 
that Prince Hermaz had a fe- 
cret Jealouſie of the -Duke 
and *twas the opinion of 


ſeveral, that he would not 


have been much troubled had 
his undertakings prov'd fſuc- 
ceſslefs.But in this occaſion,not 
only the wellfare of the Em- 
Pire , but moreover of all 
Chriſtendom being concerned , 
'twas charitably- judg*d this 
hatred was fomewhat abated , 
it

if not wholly extinguiſht, But 
twas afterwards apparenthow 
orcatly ſuch as thus reaſoned 
were deceived, when they came | 
to uſe the ammunition. 

Whi'ſt the Trench was well 
advanced , and there were 
great hopes for us , the Duke 
of Lorrain receives an order 
from the Emperor ; ſigned 
with his own hand, by which 
he was enjoyn'd to raiſe the 
fiege, and put forces into 
Raab , Comorra, and Presbarg. ' 
*'Tis impoſſible to relate the 
vexation which ſeiz'd the 
Duke at this Command , 
the whole fault of which he 
calt on the Prince of Bader : 
But not able to. diſpence with 
his obedience, he retir*'d from 
the Town, and drew up his 
Army 1n Battalia, ſhewing by | 

| his 
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his: countenance, that obedi- 


/ ence was the only cauſe of his 


retreat. In fine, when he was 
to depart, he lodged fome 
infantry in ſeveral houſes , 
which were about a quarter 
of a league diſtant from ' the 
Town, hoping 1a caſe he ſhould 
be follow*d , not only this'1n- 
fantry would favour his re- 
treat; but moreover , ſeeing 
the enemy muſt paſs near 
theſe houſes, thoſe whom he 
left behind in *em might attack 
*em 1n the Flank, and whilſt 
they were ſ{urpriz*'d with the 
firſt Charge, the cavalry which 
was at the .rereguard , ſhould 
turn head upon them , and 
ealily defeat *em.

w41nders,) he beheld his repu- 
tation in great danger , had 
not fortune ſeconded his Cou. 
rage, He marcht always for. 
moſt, and having given ne- 
cellary orders to avoid confu- 
ſion, he ſent away two men, 
by diflterent ways, to advertiſe 
his Infantry, that he was com- 
1ng to their aſſiſtance. 

The Turks knowing his de- 
{ign.,, made ſtrait up to him, 
to diſpute him the paſlage, 
but the Duke caſting himſelf 
firſt amongſt the firings of the 
enemy , oper'd a palſlage 
with his Sword , having

oppos'd him. In fine, having 
re-joyn'd his Infantry, he was 
receiv'd with teſtimonies of 
eſteem . and an extraordinary 


joy. He ſhew'd them on his 
| _ ſide 
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ſide the ſatisfaction he took 
in delivering them from that 
great danger, but amidſt theſe 
congratulations he learnt that 
the main body of the Orz0mar 
Army drew near, and there- 
upon puts a great part of the: 
Infantry into Raub, Comorra, 
Presburg , and withdrew with 
the reſt of his Cavalry near 
Vienna. 

The Emperor who had re-. 
ceived a fierce alarm by the 
{uddain irruption of the Inhi- 
dels, and who conlider'd that 
after the revolt of the FHunga- 
r/ans , he could no longer re- 
main at V/zenna in ſurety, be- 
thought himſelf at the {ame 
time of Jeaving it.

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Every one wept at his de-, 
parture, and this Prince had 
much ado to-forbear himfelt.

In the mean time 
each one endeavour'd to fol- 
low him, to avoid the being 
expos'd to thole miſchiets 
which they repreſented. In 
tine, there being not Coaches 
enough to carry all thoſe that 
otier'd *emſelves, ſeveral Wo- 
men of Quality got behind 
like Lacques ; ſo that one 
might have ſeenthe fiv{tPrince 
in the World, follow'd by 
all the flower of the :Germar 
Nobility, to-go as an exul a- 
midſt the ſcreeches and lamen- 
tations of his people, who pre- 
ſented *emſelves 1n his paſſage 
with ſhowr's of tears. _ SE- 
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Several Jeſuits, who were 
very ready to follow the Em- 
Peror for ſeveral reaſons, were 
gotten into a Waggon, at the 
11ghr of whom the people turn'd 


their compaſſion into a juſt 


rage. ' And knowing their per- 
Shouſick was the-cauſe of 
all theſe miſeries, they fell 
_— *em,and few eſcap'd their 
ury. | 
The Emperor all this while 
marched with a countenance 
{ad and dejeQted like his for- 
tune. Others kept a mourn- 
tul ſilence , and although each 
had left their eſtates behind*em, 
*twas not known whether their 
own miſhap or that of the 
Prince was to be moſt lamen- 
ted. In fine, this march much 
reſembled a Funeral Pomp , 
when another ſpeQacle en- 
cras'd 
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creas'd 'the dolour and come» 
paſſion. For they beheld the 
other ſide of the Daxabe all in 
. fire, and the Emperor having 
cauſed his Coach to ſtop , 
knowing not at firſt what it 
was, ſoon perceiv*d *twas the 
Turks, who ſhew'd there new 
teſtimonies of their barbarous 
cruelty. He could not with- 
hold his tears at the ſight of 
a thing ſo much needing his. 
compaiſſion , and although he 
did all he could to refrain his 
grief, he could not effeCt it. 
Being arriv'd at Liztz, he 
{taid there ſome days. expect- 
ing the whole Court, which 
could not part at the ſame 
time with him. And every 
one being come near his per- 
ſon , he travelPd thence to 
Paſſaw, where he relolv'd to

There came news every day 
which ſerved: to. accompliſh 
his miſery ; for in-effeCt he was

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France, he ſought a pretence | _

tended a lawful Right. And 
truly the Emperor was reduced 
to ſuch an extremity, that *rwas 
thought he would grant him 
his demands rather than be 
without his aſſiſtance. But 
what the Marquilſs of Brenden- 
burg did, _ only for a fam 
France to diſengage bimſelf, 
1e thereupon adds another de- 
mand , which he knew the 
Emperor would never grant 
_ him. To wit, to permit the 
Proteftants of Sz/eſia to have 
the free exerciſe of their Reli- 
gion, whereupon the Emperor 
plainly perceiving whence this 
dealing came, waited no more 
on his promiſes. QCount 
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.- Count Wakdee, who was

_ deddar'd Prince.of the Empire, 


very lately, and who had 
Command' of the Circular 
Troops giver hum , came like- 
wiſe into the Emperors Army; 
who- by reaſon of his experi- 
ence in the War, and Zeal to 
his ſervice, was willing to 
confer with him about the 
manner of ſaving Vienna. The 
Emperor approv'd of what- 
foever he offer'd him. there- 
upon , but expeCting the King 


_ of Poland, who was to decide 


the whole matter , this advice 
and that of ſeveral others, on 
the ſame ſubje& , ſerv'd only 
to content him at that mo- 
ment , for the whole order of 
it was chang'd as ſoon as ever 
that Prince was come. 


In 
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In fine, he arriv'd at Holbroy, 
on: the ſecond of September', 
with the. braveſt Cavalry the 
World ever ſaw, but ſo tir'd, 
that *twould be to hazard 
| all, to attempt any thing in 
the Condition they were 1n. 
The Duke of Lorrain, who 
had taken care to ſtore up 
' Provilion, for the refreſhment 
of this Army againſt 1t came, 
went to meet him at Holbron, 
where the King of Poland re- 
ceiv'd. him - with great Teſlti- 
monies of Friendſhip and Con- 
ficence, although they had 
been both rivals in the purſuit 
of the Crown of Polazd.. 'The 
Duke of Bavaria, and. the 
Duke of Saxozy came: thither 
allo to ſalute him, and the 
King of Polaxd prefented them. 
tus. Eldeſt Son, named Afex- 
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axder , a Prince of about 17 
 or18 years of Age, who came 
to make his Apprentiſhip in 
the War, under the King his 
Father, who knew enough 
to inftruEt him. The former 
Compliments being ended , 
they held a Council of War; 
not to know whether they 
ſhould ſuccor Vienna, for that 
matter was reſolv*d upon long 
before, but to refolve of the 
manner of doing it. '' . 
The whole attair being de- 
termin'd by 'em, 'twas com- 
municated to: the Emperor , 
who having approv'd of what 
was offer' , it only now lay 
upon *em to diſpoſe of things 
neceſſary for fo great a delign, 
and the .Campain being nor 
only waſted, but nof ſo muck 
_ asan inhabitant left in any ng 
: re 
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the houſes, from whom might 
be expefted the leaſt matter, 
every man was forc'd to my 


proviſion as well for his Horſe

The Grand Viſier not being 
ignorant of the great prepa- 


rations which the Chriſtians 
- made againſt him , took all 
poſſible care on his ſide to 
make a good defence. Yet 
was he in no {mall inquietude 
how to -effeCt this. For -he 
was at variance with the chict- 
eſt Officers of his Army, who 
were of opinion that without 
delaying *till the Chriſtians 
came, they fhould retire to 
Newhauſcl, alledging to juſtifie 
the ſoundneſs of their advice, 
that their Army was fo tired 
with this long liege, that the 
yoldiers had more need of wo

than labour. And moreover 
that the greateſt part of their 
men had never ſeen any thing 
mare of War, than what this 
ſiege had fhew'd *em, how - 
then could they reſiſt an Army, 
which confifted of the flower 
of Chriſtendom , and wherein 
mpreover there were ſuch a 
great number of Princes and 
perions of eſteem, who came 
there to Conquer or to Dye. 
That there would be no hke- 
lyhood- of ſucceſs in expoting 
the remainder .of an unfortu- 
nate Army, againſt fo flou- 
ri/hing a one, and againſt 
2 Garriſon, whoſe. valour:they 
had ſufficiently expetiencid' by 
the deſeat of their beſt Troops, 
and ſo many aſſaults in vain. 
That whilſt they had time , 
_ they ſhould ſave not only the 

Array, 


Army , but alſo the reputa- 
tion of the Grand Signior , 
which was ſufficiently leſſen'd, 
by ſo fruitleſs a' ſrege, and 
wherein they had loſt above 
30 thouſand men. 

The Grand Viſier anſwer'd 
to. this, that "the ' reputation 
of the S$/r2, would rather be 


__ Toft, if after their remaining 


ſo long before a Town, where 
they had conſum'd ſo much 
Money, : they ſhould be fo-baſe 
as/to retire - before they had 
ſtruck 'a ftroak.

The Grand Viſier's advice 
was to-lerve as a Law, where- 
fore they were forc'd £0 com- 
ply. In the mean while ap- 
prehending leſt the Janiſaries 
ſhould joyn themſelves to thoſe 
who were for raiſing the ſiege, 
he took care to keep 'em 
within the bounds of their 
duty, and made 'em great 
promiſes, in caſe they behav'd 
themſelves well in the- Rs, 
The 
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The next morning he took a 
review of his Army , Which 
conſiſted ftill of an Hundred 
and Ten Thouſand fighting 
men, and refolving to call tv 
his aſhſtance the Troops which 
he had-left about Rab, and 
other' pkices of Hungary , be 
fent- others in their places, 
in' whom he put not fuch CON- 
fidence.

Body: be had 
reſerv'd , 'and poſlefiing him+ 
ſelf of a little hill, which 
might be advantagious during 
the fight, he cauſed Ins Can- 
non to be brought thither , 
charging thoſe who were pla- 
ced there above -all things to 

abide firm. EE 
In the mean while the 
Chriſtian Army; ' the Com- 
manders of which chad 1m-

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by publick and private Pray- 
ers, marched with great con- 
fidence of Victory, having at 
its head a Prince of ſo great 
reputation , and who had al- 
ready beaten the Turks in ſe- 
veral other occaſions. But 


their Courage, ſo did it abaſe 
that of the 7#rks, who fear'd 
more the Poles than any Na- 
tion ; ſo that they had rather 
it had been the Emperor at 
the head of -his Forces, than 
to have there a King , whoſe 
Fortune and Valour they great- 
ly dreaded. | But beſides that
